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REUNIONS 


FID Program Meeting in Washington 


The program meeting of FID on November 22, 1958, at 
the occasion of the 24th Conference of the Federation in 
Washington was attended by 52 participants from the 
USA and 32 from other countries. 

Dr. Alexander King, President of FID, opened the 
meeting with an address on the programme of the Fede- 
ration. Particular aspects of its programme were de- 
scribed in lectures by Mr. Foskett (London) - in his 
absence presented by Mr. Vickery - on Classification, by 
Mr. Herman Henkle (Chicago) on Documentation pros- 
pects in the USA, by Prof. Mikhailov (Moscow) on the 
USSR outlook on world cooperation in scientific and 
technical subjects, by Mr. Dan Fink (Copenhagen) on 
International cooperation of documentation services ex- 
emplified by building documentation, and by Prof. Pietsch 
(Frankfort) on the Next steps in documentation fol- 
lowing the International Conference on Scientific Infor- 
mation held in Washington from November 16 to 21. 


ISO/TC 46 Documentation 


La 7éme Réunion pléniére de ISO/TC 46 a eu licu a La 
Haye du 15 au 17 septembre 1958. Ont participé 29 délé- 
gués de 10 pays. 

Le Comité a décidé qu’un comité d’édition devra pré- 
parer le texte définitif des Références bibliographiques 
pour diffusion comme projet de Recommandation ISO. 

Le Secrétariat devra préparer un avant-projet sur la 
Présentation des ouvrages autres que périodiques. 

Le Comité a décidé de faire diffuser parmi tous les 
membres de l’ISO le texte amendé des Analyses et Ré- 
sumés d’auteurs comme premier projet de recomman- 
dation ISO. 

Le Comité a décidé d’accepter la proposition anglaise 
pour la Translittération de l’Arabe classique comme 
deuxiéme avant-projet. Un groupe de travail de spé- 

jalistes en translittération de l’Arabe se réunira en 

mars ou avril 1959 pour étudier les commentaires recus. 

L’avant-projet de Translittération du grec moderne sera 

soumis aux membres de l’ISO comme projet de recom- 
andation. 


SO/TC 46/SC 1 Reproduction documentaire 


La 6eme réunion de ce sous-comité a eu lieu 4 Paris du 
4 au 6 juin 1958. Les résolutions suivantes ont été prises: 
le sous-comité invite le secrétariat 4 transmettre au 
ecrétariat de ISO/TC 46, comme avant-projet de re- 
ommandation ISO, le document sur le Caractére typo- 
graphique conventionnel ISO pour essais de lisibilité, 
elui sur la Terminologie des microcopies et de leurs 
supports, et celui sur la Limitation des taux de reduc- 
ion ; 
A transmettre au secrétariats de ISO/TC 42 Photogra- 
phie et de ISO/TC 46 Documentation, comme avant- 
projet de recommandation ISO, le document sur les 
Microfilms de 35 mm, et celui sur les Caractéres essen- 
iels des appareils de lecture pour microfilms de 35 mm; 
Pt 4 adresser & tous les membres du sous-comité le docu- 

ent sur la Terminologie des appareils pour microcopie. 


Le sous-comité estime nécessaire que les essais sur la 
luminance des écrans fournissent des résultats compa- 
rables. Un groupe de travail a été constitué pour fixer 
une méthode de mesure provisoire unifiée. 


COMMISSIONS JUMELEES 


International Committee for Automobile Documentation 
(ICAD) 


Mr. Schuurmans Stekhoven of van Doorne’s Automo- 
bielfabriek (DAF), Eindhoven, Netherlands, secretary 
of ICAD since its establishment in 1956 as a joint com- 
mittee of FID and the Fédération Internationale des 
Sociétés d’Ingénieurs et de Techniciens de 1’Automobile 
(FISITA) has resigned per January 1, 1959. The secre- 
tariat is now assumed by Mr. H. Erdmann of the Verein 
Deutscher Ingenieure, Dokumentationsstelle Kraft- 
fahrzeugtechnik, Prinz-Georgstrasse 77-79, Diisseldorf 
10, Germany. 

The 6th meeting of ICAD was held in Diisseldorf on 
November 20 and 21, 1958. In connection with ICAD 
Recommendation no. 1 on abstracts the desirability of 
contents slips was discussed. The Committee further 
studied the possibility of standardization of automobile 
specification sheets and of the terminology used in in- 
ternational abstracting work. Mr. Harth reported that 
FID/C 629/SC 629.11 had met in The Hague in Septem- 
ber 1958; a revision of UDC 629.114-4 had been prepared 
and will soon be submitted to ICAD. 

A joint meeting of Members of ICAD and represen- 
tatives of 5 automobile journals was held on November 
21 on the desired availability of abstracts in a generally 
known language. The editors agreed to add author-made 
summaries with the English translation not exceeding 
103 X 70 mm; the summaries should be on either file- 
cards or contents slips enabling cutting.

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Brazilian UDC committee 


A Brazilian Committee for Universal Decimal Classi- 
fication was established at the Instituto Brasileiro de 
Bibliografia e Documentacio on the 25th of October 1958. 
Mr. Abner Lellis Corréa Vicentini of the Biblioteca Cen- 
tral, Centro Técnico de Aeronautica, Sio José dos Cam- 
pos, has been elected President for the period 1958-1959. 

The first meeting took place in Rio de Janeiro on Oc- 
tober 27 to 29, 1958. Discussed were: dissemination of 
UDC in Brazil, revision and translation of classes 0 to 9, 
and examination of and proposals for extension of the 
UDC. The second meeting would be held on December 
15-17, 1958. 

The Committee will closely cooperate with the Portu- 
guese UDC Committee and with the Committee for 
Scientific Terminology of the University of Sao Paulo. 


; INFORMATIONS DIVERSES 


Research on information processing 


The National ‘Science Foundation, Washington D.C., 
announced on November 17, 1958, the establishment of a 
Research Information Center and Advisory Service on 
Information Processing, to be operated jointly by the 
Foundation and the National Bureau of Standards. The 
Service is designed to bring together research and devel- 
opment data on methods and equipment for the auto- 
matic processing of scientific information, and to foster 
closer cooperation among groups in industry, private 
foundations, universities, professional societies, and the 
Federal Government concerned with developing and im- 
proving methods for rapid and efficient handling of large 
volumes of information. 

The Foundation has made a grant of $ 105,000 to the 
National Bureau of Standards for the establishment and 
first year’s operation of the Service. The Council on Li- 
brary Resources has contributed $ 20,000 toward oper- 
ating costs during the first two years. 

During the first six to nine months, the Service will as- 
semble and organize available research and development 
data on equipment for the automatic processing of in- 
formation expressed in words, diagrams, or other non- 
numerical forms. Continuing tasks will be to explore 
known sources and locate undeveloped sources; to estab- 
lish and maintain a central reference file on information 
on current projects, researchers and publications in the 
field (descriptive information on work in progress will 
continue to be published in the Foundation’s semi-annual 
report on ,,Current research and development in scien- 
tific documentation”’) ; to analyze collected information; 
to test and compare various procedures and techniques; 
and to provide Federal agencies and cooperating private 
organizations with requested advice. 

Examples of specific areas of investigation with which 
the Service will be concerned are: theoretical studies of 
information storage and retrieval; mechanization of pro- 
cedures; methods of using natural language; development 
and evaluation of mechanized systems; machine trans- 
lations; automatic pattern recognition, searching and 
identification; and development and testing of equip- 
ment.

American State Academies of Science publications 


From a report by Harry R. Skallerup, published as 
Occasional Paper no. 50, August 1957, by the University 
of Illinois Library School in Urbana, Illinois, we learn 
that there are some 36 state academies of science in the 
USA which support one or more publications. In most 
instances these are intended for recording of scientific 
progress made by academy members. 

The report is an attempt to make a comparative study 


of state academy of science journals to determine thei 
position in the realm of scientific literature, through th 
examination of three aspects: subject content, bibliog 
phic control, and availability of these publications. 

It appears that most academies publish only one jouw 
nal which includes both their proceedings or transaction 
together with original papers or abstracts of papers con 
tributed to the journal or read at the annual meeting 
The biological sciences hold the top position in t 
ranking of subjects.

The cards are provided with the UDC number, 
bibliographical citation of the article and a short ab. 
stract. The size of the cards is 104 < 147 mm.
